37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which informs the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the substance of the interview as a supplement to the Form is not 
required.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Anderson explained that the work pattern data recited in the 
claims is intended for use in furniture management where, for example, a worker would receive a specific type of table 
based on his/her work pattern. Mr. Anderson also introduced a reference (U.S. 6,052,669) cited by another Examiner 
on a related a case. Examiners suggested amending the claims to positively recite steps specifying the furniture 
management based on work pattern data. Examiners also suggested amending the claims to integrate use of 
technology/computer to overcome the 101 rejection. Examiners agreed that amending the claims to positively recite 
steps incorporating furniture management would overcome the current art rejection; however an updated search would 
be required since furniture management had not been considered during prior searches.
